A  few  days  since  we  alluded  to  the  esti- 
mates formed  by  the  Aoting  Surveyor  Oeoeral 
of  the  oust  of  the  working  of  the  dredging 
apparatus.    By  bla  computation  of  the  num  - 
bar  of  men  required  and  the  amount  of  stores 
to  be  used,  we  pat  down  the  expense  at  about 
$4000  a  month,  or  nearly  »50,000  a-jear. 
Bach  an  outlay,  it  is  unnecessary  to  say,  ia 
far  beyond  the  oapaoity  of  the  town  or  coun- 
try to  sustain,  and  ia  sufficient  to  disgust 
•very  person  io  the  community  with  the 
whole  undertaking.     Fjrtuuately,  we  can 
show  that  the  Acting  Surveyor  General's  re- 
port ia  not  a  very  reliable  document — that 
the  estimate  which  he  makes  el  the  expend!- 
ridiculously  exaggerated.   We  find 
place,  two  superfluous  men  a. 
assistant  engineers  or  rather  blacksmiths  for 
the  tug  and  dredger.  So  far  as  the  working  ef 
•itner  vesssel  is  concerned  there  is  no  earthly 
necessity  for  any  assistant  j,o  the  engineer,  aid 
the  other  ground  put  forward  that  M  U  de- 
sirable to  have  a  blacksmith  on  board. to  loek 
after  the  repairs  is  equally  fallaoioe, •  nearly 
all  the  parte  of  the  machinery  that  are  liable 
to  be  broken  are  provided  with  duplicates, 
aod.  where  there  is  any  more  serious  mishap 
the  proper  place  for  repairs  is  in  the  work- 
shop on  shore-.    The  two  stokers  asked  for 
the  dredger  would  be  playing  themselves 
half  the  time.   Mr.  Pearse  probably  did  net 
bear  in  mind  that  the  work  is  to  be  dajwork, 
and  done  io  smooth  water.    One  of  the 
three  stokers  for  the  tug  can,  without  affect- 
ia  the  slightest  degree  the  oflhioDcy  ef  tale 
labor  to  be  performed,  be  struck  off.    A  sim- 
ilar per  centsge  of  reduction  oan  be  made  in 
the  other  workmen,  bringing  down  the  neces- 
sary appointments  to  two  engineers,  three 
etokers,  and  five  of  a  erew  or  deck  hands- 
two  for  the  dredger  and  three  for  the  tug- 
making  altogether  an  expenditure  for  wages 
of  less  than  $700  a  month — a  saving  of 
about  $500  on  the  Aoting  Surveyor  Gener- 
al's estimates.   On  what  ground  this  gentle 
man  bas  founded  his  extraordinary  calcula- 
tion we  cannot  pretend  to  say ;  -  but  we  find 

10  the  amount  voted  in  the  estimates  for  1864, 
for  harbor  improvements,  she  followiog  de- 
tailed working  expenditure  :— Two  engineers, 
at  9120  each  per  month ;  four  stokers,  at  375 
eaoh  ;  master  of  screw,  at  S120  ;  and  a  crew 
of  two  men.  at  $50  each — making  in  all  nine 
men  agai  ist  Mr.  Pearsa'e  fifteen.  The  wages' 
•xpenditure  ia  the  estimates  of  the  House 
reaches  8760  a  month,  but  $60  more  than 
the  amount  of  our  calculation. 

Wben  we  come  to  the  stares,  however,  the 
exaggeration  of  the  expenditure  is  even  mors 
alarmiog.  Two  tons  of  tallow  would  give 
to  eaoh  of  the  vessels  the  extraordinary 
amount  of  half  a  pound  an  hoar.    As  for  the 

011  it  is  provided  that  the  tag  and  the  dredger 
will  consume  no  less  than  two  gallons  and  a 
third  a  day,  ao  amount  almost  sufficient  for 
the  whole  week.   These  are  small  items, 
however,  compared  to  the  amount  of  eoal  to 
be  need.     Mr.  Pearse   believes  that  the 
quantity  required  for  twelve  hours'  work  will 
be  tea  tons  and  a  half-enough  almost  for  a 
ateamer  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  horse 
power.   As  this  it  by  far  the  heaviest  item 
in  the  expenditure  the  exaggeration  n- 
quires  to  be  more  carefully    dealt  with 
Aocording  to  the  closest  computation,  th  • 
fore,  we  find  that  the  dredger  aod  the  tug 
will  consume  in  the  twelve  hours  consider- 
ably less  than  five  tons  of  coal — making  Mr. 
Pearse'i  estimate  only  a  hundred  per  oent. 
beyond  the  mark.    Taking  it  altogether,  we 
have  in  the  outlay  actually  required  about 
$2000  a  month  against  the  Acting  Surveyor 
Generals  $4000— a  rather  important  discre 
panoy  under  our   present  circumstances. 
We  are  really  afraid  there  is  too  much  of  ttia 
old   carelessness  still  about  oar  official  re- 
ports.   How  any  man  in  the   position  of 
Surveyor    General    could    make    ao  es- 
timate,   as    Mr.    Pearse    bas    done  in 
nearly  all  of  the  stores,  so  far  out  of  the  cal- 
culation as  one  hundred  percent,  is  something 
almost  incredulous.    When  the  matter  came 
up  before  the  Assembly  the  last  session,  we 
oppjsed  the  proposition  of  entailing  a  debt 
upon  the  country  on  pately  hypothetical  state- 
ments, and  endeavored  to  abow  the  propriety 
of  pottpooiog  the  question  till  the  pretent 
session  when  the  members  would  be  more 
conversant  with  the  aubjeot.    The  question 

i  postponed,  and  it  has  now  come  in  the 
course  before  the  House.  It  is  no 
longer  clouded  with  difficulty  or  hypothesis. 
The  members  of  the  Assembly  oan  take  the 
matter  ttp  aod  calculate  it  like  any  other 
arithmetical  proposition.  That  the  inhabitants 
of  Victoria  generally  are  oonviooed  of  the 
necessity  ol  immediate  steps  being  taken  to 
improve  the  harbor  is,  we  think,  beyond  dis- 
pute. The  only  thing  to  be  regretted  is  the 
length  of  time  that  has  been  wasted  over  the 
matter.  Now,  however,  that  the  vessels  are 
almost  completed,  and  it  is  discovered  that 
the  work  can  be  pursued  at  something  less 
than  the  ruinous  cost  ol  official  calculations, 
we  hope  the  members  of  the  Assembly  will 
do  their  utmost  to  have  the  dredger  and  tog 
at  work  so  soon  as  the  weather  will  admit.

Toe  arrival  of  that  remar 
able  hab  the  tilurns  glanis  in 
faot  worthy  of  being  made  known  to  the  pub- 
lic. It  ia  more  than  100  years  since  any 
new  fish  has  been  acclimatised  in  England, 
and  a  very  mooh  longer  period  since  any  fish 
of  equal  value  baa  been  brought  into  thie 
country  to  be  acclimatised  ;  indeed,  it  is  a 
question  whether  any  animal  since,  perhaps, 
the  introduction  of  the  turkey,  has  been 
brought  here  likely  to  equal  the  ailurua  in 
importance.  One  ot  the  greatest  wants 
hitherto  fell  io  thie  country  has  been  a  good 
pord  or  lake  for  fish,  that  might  be  turned  to 
setnal  aeeount,  in  order  that  the  huge  wastes 
of  water  with  whioh  our  islanda  abound  might 
bo  profitably  stocked  and  employed.  This 
want  the  siluros  seems  likely  to  meet ;  in- 
deed, it  is  almost  the  only  fish  we  could  have 
procured  which  could  meet  it.  Growing  to 
an  enormous  size,  even  to  200  or  300  pounds 
io  weight,  where  space  and  food  are  plentiful, 
it  nevertheless  in  ponds  preserves  its  fine 
flavor.  It  feede  ravenously  upon  she  coarser 
kinds  of  fish,  but  of  all  food  praters  fiogs. 
We  have  undoubtedly  vast  quantities  ol  frogs 
in  this  country,  which  at  preaent  are  not  used 
by  as  in  any  way  aa  a  medinm  either  of  food 
or  of  producing  food,  aod  so  rapid  is  the 
growth  of  the  silurus  that  it  has  been  known 
to  reach  the  enormous  weight  of  54  lb.  in  four 
years. 

Its  flesh  somewhat  resembles  veal  in  ap« 
pearanos,  and  partakes  of  the  rich  flavor  of 
the  eel.  It  need  not  be  pointed  oat  that  if  we 
can  replace  the  worthless  carp  aod  roach 
with  which  our  large  sheets  of  water  are  in- 
fested with  a  fish  of  this  character  the  gain  to 
us  will  be  very  great.  Sir  Stephea  Lskemun 
brought  these  fish  from  Kopacbeni,  where  he 
has  an  estate  on  the  banks  of  the  Argisch,  a 
tributary  of  the  Danube,  and  about  10  miles 
from  Bucharest — a  distance  ot  1800  miles. 
The  labor  of  transporting  them  thither  was 
enormous.  He  left  Kopaobeni  on  the  23d 
Anguat,  and  brought  these  fish  by  Baoharest 
to  Giurgevo,  a  distance  of  50  miles ;  thence 
hy  steamer  to  Bssiss  (in  Transylvania),  and

by  rail  to  Pestb.  Vienna,  Nuremoerg,  Cologw 
ne,  Brussels  and  Boulogne  to  London,  and 
thence  to  Twickenham.  Many  times  bit 
charge  was  upon  th*  point  of  bsiog  ship 
wrecked,  but  was  savsd  by  bis  indomitable 
energy  and  perseverance.  To  combat  the 
onrelessness,  and  in  some  plaoee  even  the 
positive  disfavor  of  railway  officials,  inces- 
sant attention  was  required.  He  started 
with  34  choruses  and  some  tiger  eels— a  re- 
markable and  valaable  fish  peculiar  to  the 
Danube.  Soma  of  the  eilurasas  were  of 
large  sise,  up  to  6  lbs  ;  they  were  cooveyed 
in  casks  about  the  sice  of  quarter  casks, 
placed  upon  rockers  ;  these,  by  keeping  the 
caaka  constantly  in  motion,  plashed  and 
aerated  the  water.  The  larger  fish  were  sut 
peoted,  no  doubt  with  justice,  of  having  eat- 
en the  smaller  ones,  and  with  them  the  tiger 
eels.  They  all  died,  however,  bat  14,  which 
arrived  here  safely  on  the  night  of  Thursday, 
the  15th  ult.,  in  the  charge  of  Sir  Stephcu 
and  my  friend  Mr.  Lowe,  one  of  the  secreta- 
ries of  the  Acclimatization  Society.  The 
little  strangers  varied  Irom  one  to  two  ounces 
in  weight;  they  were  perfeotly  healthy  and 
lively,  and  after  their  long  fast  of  23  days 
they  made  good  use  of  their  time  when  en- 
larged, ae  on  the  next  day,  when  I  examined 
them,  their  stomachs  were  distended  with 
food. 

They  bars  now  been  io  my  charge  a 
week,  aod  are  exceedingly  healthy  and  vig- 
orous. They  are  a  peculiar  fieh,  resembling 
io  their  habits  the  turbot,  whioh  I  have  also 
bad  charge  of  here.  They  hide  themselves 
by  day,  and  roam  about  for  food  at  night. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  the  attempt  to  intro- 
duce them  will  be  thoroughly  auoeeasful.  •

A  ssriee  of  highly  interesting  returns  has 
recently  been  published  by  the  Customs  at 
Shanghai,  showiag  the  import  and  export 
trade  at  the  principal  treaty  ports  during  the 
past  year.  Not  the  least  interesting  among 
them,  nor  the  least  aatonishing  in  the  results 
it  discloses,  it  that  relating  to  Hankow.  The 
total  value  of  the  trade  at  this  riveriue  port 
waa  between  seven  and  eight  milliena  ster- 
ling— namely,  9,926317  taels  Io  imports,  snd 
13.741,908  taels  in  exporte.  The  whole  of 
this  must,  of  coarse,  not  be  attri bated  to  for- 
eigners, though  they  mooopolise  a  very  large 
share.  Two  articles  alone— shirtings  and 
opium— contribute  nearly  2,000,000  taels  to- 
wards the  total  of  imports  ;  in  the  proportion 
of  1,120,000  taels  the  former,  and  750,000 
teela  the  latter;  and  if  2,500,000  taelc 
worth  or  copper  cash  be  excepted,  by  lar  the 
greater  proportion  ol  the  remainder  ia  made 
up  by  articles  of  foreign  manufacture.  Cloths 
of  various  kinds  figure  (or  100,000  laeis,  aad 
longellsfor  660,000  taela  ;  black  pepper  for 
171.000  taels,  aod  brooadoa  for  160,000 
tar  Is.  Those  whs  may  etill  regard  shark's, 
fins  as  a  myth  aad  bird's»nett  soup  as  exist- 
ing Only  in  the  imagination  of  travellers,  may 
be  interested  to  learo  that  no  less  than  4,000 
taels'  worth  of  fins  and  3,500  taels'  worth  of 
nests  were  imported  into  Hankow  during  the 
past  year.  Fancy  £1,200  sterling  for  bird's- 
oests  at  one  city  ooly.  Among  the  exports, 
tea  of  course  takes  the  most  prominent  posi- 
tion, figuring  for  no  less  than  7,000  000  taela, 
or  £2,250,000  sterling,  aod  this  is  the  only 
artiole  of  produce  which  attracts  the  eye  io 
ruuning  down  the  list.  The  remaining  2,000  - 
000  taels  are  ell  made  up  of  comparatively 
small  sums,  the  most  worthy  of  note  being 
wood  oil,  wbioh  figures  for  800,000  taels, 
saiilower  334,000  taels,  sod  tobacco  900.000 
taela.  Among  other  items, «  walnutt "  figure 
for  no  leas  than  14,000  taela,  and  "  tigera'. 

'•  human  bair  "  figure  for  three  taels,  though 
what  earthly  purpose  a  Chinaman's  hair, 
which  is  a  trifle  coarser  then  a  borre's,  can 
be  made  to  eerve  it  is  difficult  Io  conceive. 
This  large  traffic  ef  course  employs  a  number 
of  vessels,  principally  steamers,  iu  carriage, 
and  fn  this  point,  aod  in  this  only,  in 
China,  American  eoterprise  outstrips  Brit- 
ish, as  the  number  of  ships  plying  on 
the  river  whicb  fly  the  stars  and  stripes 
nearly  donbles  those  which  oan  hoist  the 
Union  Jack.  Altogether  the  steamers 
running  en  the  Tang-tza  paid  1,175,000  taels 
for  tonnage  does  at  Hankow  alone  daring 
the  past  yesr.  The  inwsrd  tonnage  of  every 
description  entered  at  the  port  during  that 
period  was  191,127  tens,  and  or  outward 
ships  204,185.  Of  this,  io  the  aggregate, 
103.000  was  British,  270,000  American,  and 
3517  (I)  French.  Out  or  this  latter  total 
2367  tons  were  represented  by. native  jnnks 
sailing  onder  French  protection,  leaving  1 150 
tons  represented  by  sevsn  small  lorohaa  purely 
Freoeb.  These  insults  are  a  sufficient  proof 
of  the  large  trade  whioh  it  now  carried  on  io 
foreign  shipping  at  a  port  which  waa  visited 
for  tbe  first  time  by  Lord  Blgin  only  six  year> 
ago. 

IUilwat  AcciDcrrs  at  Sons  and 
Abroad.— Conveyance  by  railways  would 
generally  appear  to  be  safer  than  by  any 
other  mode.  It  has  been  foood  impossible 
to  obtain  reliable  information  as  to  tbe  num. 
ber  ot  coach  accidents  io  this  eouotry.  Bit 
the  returns  of  Ibe  "  Mesasgeries  Imperiales" 
show,  that  in  a  series  of  years  the  number  of 
passengers  killed  and  injured  from  oaesec 
beyond  their  own  control,  wae  1  io  28,000 ; 
whilst  from  the  last  comparative  returns  of

British  railwaya  1  in  334,000  ;  on  Belgian 
railways  1  io  l,600,t)00 ;  on  Prussian  railways 
I  in  3,000,000 ;  on  French  railways  1  in 
4,000,000.  The  greater  comparative  safety 
of  foreign  over  British  railwaya  can  be  clearly 
traced  to  differences  in  the  condition*  ol  the 
traffic  and  management,  and  fn  the  habits  of

four  hours,  and  reached  a  Lubeek  vessel  on 
ber  way  to  Riga.  This  good  ship  was  cap- 
tured by  tbe  Danes,  who  conveyed  Gern  to 
Nybod  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  On  the  7th  of 
Angust  be  contrived  to  make  bis  escape, 
with  three  fellow-prisoners,  but  they  were 
pursued  to  the  shore,  where  a  terrible  combat 
took  plaee.  Gern  killed  two  Danes,  and  al- 
though seriously  wounded  in  the  head,  he 
jurrped  into  a  boat,  hoisted  the  sails,  apd 
esesped  upon  the  open  ssa.  On  the  12th  of 
August  a  war  steamer  cruising  near  Ragen 
encountered  the  boat,  iu  which  lay  Gern, 
bathed  in  his  blood,  and  without  conscious- 
ness. At  present  he  is  in  the  hospital  at 
Dantsio,  from  whence  he  has  sent  a  letter  to 
his  friend*,  who  had  previously  beep  made 
acquainted  with  bis  melancholy  end.'

When  the  Cm  crop 
failed,  twelve  years  pro,  it  was  accompanied 
by  tbe  outbreak  of  the  potato  disease,  and 
the  two  together  prodaoed  starvation  among 
the  poorei  classes.  Several  persons  died  of 
hunger,  and  more  would  have  shared  the 
same  fata,  had  not  tbe  foreign  merchants  cs< 
tablisbed  in  Funehal  formed  a  committee, 
and  obtained  from  England  and  the  United 
Slates  money  and  provisions  to  the  value  of 
eight  thousand  five  hundred  pounds.  It  is 
estimated  tbat  prior  to  the  disease  tbe  average 
produce  amounted  to  about  thirty  thousand 
pipes,  of  which  two-thirds  were  drunk  on  tbe 
island,  or  converted  into  spirits.
